The A.ssassin's Family 


BATON

in-law of Weiss, said Monday he 
was at a loss to explain Dr. Weiss' 
action. 


"He was a calm and deliberate 


man," Pavy said, "although some- 
what high strung. There was noth- 
ing on his part to indicate to his 
family that he would ever do such 
a thing. 


"He felt bitterly toward Senator 


Long, but no more so than many 
other persons I know, and as far 
as I know he had no specific griev- 
ance against the senator.
